In a fit of temjx >rary insanity , Hen­ 
ry Toy nes, a p rominent fanner, liv ­ 
ing two and one-half miles sou thwest 
■of Milroy , committed 
su icide 
this 
morning, first shooting himself in the 
head and then drop p ing from a bay 
mow with a rop e arou nd his neck , 
where his lifeless body was fou nd by 
» horrified son, bu t half hou r after 
the tragedy occu rred. 
None of the family had the slight­ 
est intimation that su ch a rash 
thou ght and deed was brewing in the 
mind of Toy nes, for he did not be­ 
tray it by a single word or action that 
they can ,recall. 
Toy nes’ domestic 
life had been a p leasant one and there 
was no family friction; 
ill 
health 
cou ld not hav e figu red in it for the 
v ictim enjoy ed fairly good health; it 
cou ld not hav e been financial trou bles 
for Toy nes leav es behind a comfoit- 
able fortu ne, being the owner of a 
large and v al lable farm. 
It is the 
consensu s of opinion that he became 
temp orarily deranged and in 
this 
condition took his life in a most grew- 
some manner. 
Toy nes was born in Germany and 
came to this cou ntry when he was 
eighteen y ears of age. When he was 
twenty -three y ears of age he became 
insane, bu t nev er v iolent. 
He was 
confined in the Central asy lu m for 
the insane at Indianap olis 
for six 
months and when released was p ro­ 
nou nced cu red. 
Nev er u ntil today 
had he shown any signs of losing his 
reason and had made a 
su ccess in 
farming and was considered shrewd 
in all bu siness u ndertak ings. 
His health had been good ex cep t 
that he su ffered oceasianally from 
asthma. 
Yesterday he called on Dr. 
Farlow at Milroy for treatment and 
seemingly was getting along nicely . 
This morning he did not leav e the 
hou se u ntil ten o’clock and he went 
straight to the barn where he carried 
ou t his determination on self destru c­ 
tion. He u sed a 32 calibre rev olv er. 
It was fou nd beneath the hay loft 
op ening with all the shells ex ploded. 
He only fired one shot, and had ju st 
p u t one loaded cartridge in the cham­ 
bers, the others hav ing been p rev iou s­ 
ly u sed. In arranging for the last act 
of his life he carefu lly planned that it 
shou ld be a su ccess. After fastening 
<he rope abou t 
bis neck 
and to a 
beam, he stood leaning ov er the open 
ing to the loft and then fired the p is 
tol, the ball p enetrating his right tem­ 
ple. In falling the body swu ng down 
below and left him hanging by the 
neck . 
No dou bt death was instan­ 
taneou s from the p stol shot. 
Toy nes was 
fifty -eight 
y ears of 
age. He married twice and is su rv iv ­ 
ed by his second v ^ife and fou r chil­ 
dren, three sons who liv e in Cincin­ 
nati, and one dau ghter, Mrs. Nettie 
S p ark s, liv ing 
sou th of 
Milroy 
Fou r children by his second wife alsu 
su rv iv e. 
Dr. Will S. Coleman, the 
cou nty 
coroner was called immediately and 
went ov er !he p remises in the case. It 
was p ronou nced a p lain case of sni 
cide, committed In a moment of in- 
sanitv .

New York, April 13.—A messag e 
from General Wm. Booth, fou nder and 
commander of the Salv ation Army , 
wras read last nig ht at a remarkable 
celebration in Carneg ie Hall in honor 
of his eig htieth birthday anniv ersary . 
Miss Ev a Booth, the g eneral’s dau g h­ 
ter and commander of the Salv ation 
Army in America, read the messag e to 
the packed hall. It was as follows: 
London, April 10, 19 09 . 
To The American People: 
O, Amer­ 
ica, how v ast is y ou r opportu nity for 
making a lasting mark for g ood on 
the entire hu man race. Endowed with 
measu reless material resou rces, en­ 
joy ing the u nbou nded confidence of 
y ou r own people, fav ored with the 
concentrated 
lig ht 
of 
earth 
and 
heav en, possessed of an influ ence cov ­ 
ering like a shadow all the world be­ 
side; what a power y ou mu st be des­ 
tined to become. 
WThat will y ou do with this mig hty , 
mag ic force? If y ou are permitted to 
realize y ou r ambition to lead the 
world, whither will y ou lead it? 
To 
u tter abandonment of faith in the 
eternal and the neg lect of ev ery du ty 
flowing ou t of it, to senseless worship 
of Mammon, to u seless friv olities? No. 
I am su re y ou won’t, and I blu sh at 
the v ery mention of su ch thing s and 
denou nce them with all my sou l. 
Where else can y ou lead this poor, 
blind stu mbling world of ou rs bu t to 
the 
mig hty , 
ju st, 
holy 
God, 
and 
obedience to His commands; to the 
practice of rig hteou sness, pu rity , hon­ 
or, kindness and simplicity , to self- 
sacrificing serv ice of mankind? 
O, America, I inv ite y ou to the ac? 
tu al realization of the Christian prin­ 
ciples y ou profess and to practical imi­ 
tation of Jesu s Christ, who came ou t 
of His Heav en to seek and to sav e. 
Come along then, let u s g ird u p ou r 
loins and g o ou t of ou r heav en and 
pu t ou r arms arou nd perishing mu lti­ 
tu des and bring them to Christ, pu rity , 
peace and paradise.

s pons ible, the M inority Didn’t Need 


to Know. 


W ashington, April 13.—The amended 
tariff bill is now on the senate cal­ 
endar and by an agreem ent reached 
on the floor consideration*of the meas­ 
ure will begin on Thursday . 
The bill 
was laid before the finance committee 
with the Democratic members pres­ 
ent, and after thirty minutes parley ­ 
ing a v ote was taken on the q uestion 
of making an immediate report to 
the senate, all of the Republicans v ot­ 
ing in the affirmativ e and the Demo­ 
crats in the negativ e. 
Senator Al­ 
drich then presented the amended bill. 
Senator Daniel on behalf of the minor­ 
ity protested that the Democrats had 
not been giv en an opportunity to ex ­ 
amine the m easure an 
a Mr. Aldrich 
replied that they could make their ex ­ 
amination by Thursday . He stated al­ 
so that as the m ajority is responsible 
for the bill its course in hastening the 
report was warranted. 
As reported the bill does not contain 
all of the changes in rates which the 
finance committee proposes to make. 
Although 
sev eral im portant amend­ 
m ents such as the restoration of the 
Dingley rates on women’s glov es and 
hosiery , the placing of works of art 
on the free list, and the assessm ent of 
a duty on iron ore hav e been made, 
the rev enue-producing possibilities of 
the bill are little changed. 
The in­ 
creases are prov ided mainly in the 
schedule cov ering lux uries, the entire 
liq uor schedule being m aterially ad­ 
v anced. 
The increase on wines and spirits 
is ex pected to bring in about $3,000,- 
000 additional rev enue. 
Senator Al­ 
drich stated that the committee rea­ 
lizes 
that 
the 
increases 
thus 
far 
recommended will not be sufficient to 
counterbalance the loss in rev enues 
that will result from the reductions 
and the lengthening of the free list. 
This shortage 
will 
necessitate fur­ 
ther increases on certain lux uries and 
the committee intends to report some 
changes at an early date which it 
will ask the senate to adopt. 
In discussing the rev enue features of 
the bill, Senator Aldrich insisted that 
as it will be amended by the senate 
the Pay ne bill will prov ide sufficient 
funds to m eet the ex penses of the gov ­ 
ernm ent without resorting to any but 
Import tax es. In this connection those 
articles which the federal gov ernment 
purchases in large q uantities in for­ 
eign m arkets are to be prov ided with 
lower rates of duty .
